!>ENATOR BUR'iON 
MUST GO TO JAIL 


Washington, May 22.—The supreme 
iourt of the United States rendered m 
leclsion in the case of United States 
Benator Joseph R. Burton, of Kansas. 
The decision was against Burton, af- 
firming 
the 
decision of 
the 
United 
States circuit court for the eastern dis- 
trict of Missouri, by which Burton waa 
sentenced to six months imprisonment 
in the jail of Iron county, Mo., required 
to pay a fine of $2500 and deprived of 
the right to hereafter hold office under 
the government 


The opinion was by Justice Harlan. 
All of the points made In Burton's In- 
terest wore overruled. 


Senator Burton was prosecuted 
on 
the charge of violating section 1782 of 
the revised statutes, which prohlbita 
senators and repreeentatlvee from re- 
ceiving compensation for aervicea ren- 
dered before any ot the 
government 
departments iii any matter In which 
the government may be Interested. 
He 
was specifically charged with accepting 
a fee of |500 per month for five montha 
from the Rlalto Grain and Securities 
company of St. Louis for services ren- 
dered that company In an effort to pre- 
vent the Issuance of an order by the 


X > 0 3 t 0 f f l c e department prohibiting 
tho 
iwe of the malls by tho company. 


This was Senator Burton's 
second 
appeal to the supremo court. 
In the 
first 
case the circuit court found him 
guilty and Imposed the same penalty 
that was Imposed in the present case, 
but tho supreme court reversed the de- 
cision in the first instance because It 
was mado to appear that tho money 
was paid In "Washington and not in St. 
Louis, where the case was tried. 


It was contended on behalf of Sena- 
tor Burton that the fee was paid on ac- 
count of a criminal proceeding against 
one of the members of the Rlalto com- 
pany and not because of services ren- 
dered in tho government prosocutloB 
of tho company, 
Tho law under which 
he was prosvecuted was also attacked 
as unconstitutional on the ground that 
the senate was the sole Judge of the 
qualification of its members, but this 
doctrine was not upheld by 
Justice 
Harlan's opinion. The statute was up- 
hold In all respects ahd JiOld to be fully 
pplicable to Burton's case. 
Immediately after promulgating Its 
decision In the Burton case the supremo 
court granted a motion to give 60 days 
to Senator Burton In which to prepare 
a petition for a rehearing. 
The action 
will have the effect of taking the case 
over until the next term of the court, 
beginning In October, as the present 
terra will expire next Monday. 


That the senate will be compelled to 
take cognizance of tho case is Indicated 
by the decision In the following ex- 
tract: 


"The final Judgment of conviction did 
not operate Ipso facto to vacate the 
seat of tho convicted senator, nor com- 
pel the senate to compel him or to re- 
gard hira as expelled by force alone of 
the judgment. 
The seat into which he 
was originally Inducted as a senator 
from Kansas could only become vac- 
cant by his death, or by expiration of 
his term of office, or by some direct 
action on the part of the senate in ex- 
ercise of Its constitutional powers."

DISAGREE ON RATE BILL 


Houaa 
Committee 
Decldea to 
Measure to Conference. 
Washington, May 22»—The railroad 
rate bill waa conaldered 
for 
three 
hours by the house committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce, and 
the decision was reached to recom- 
mend disagreement to all of the senate 
amendments and to send the measure 
to conference. The committee will not 
ask that instructions of any character 
be given to the house conferees. 


There was no disposition to criti- 
cise the amendment conferring Juris- 
diction on the courts to review orders 
made by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, for In the house committee, 
aa well as In the senate, many mem- 
bers contended that tho bill as it waa 
passed by the house gave that au- 
thority to the courts^. This amendment 
and 
others, which 
collectively are 
known as tho Allison compromlao, un- 
doubtedly will be agreed to by the 
house conferees. 


The amendment 
which gave the 
house committee the greatest concern 
was that making pipe lines common 
carrier«, which the committee thought 
inconsistent with the amendment pro- 
hibiting common carriera from pro- 
ducing 
commodities 
carried by It 
Formal action was not had on any of 
tho amendments, and therefore the 
houae confereea likely will be left 
free to exerclae their beat judgment.

ing to the darkness. Mr. 3tuart waa 
conveyed to a military barracks In the 
vicinity, where ho expired two houn 
later. The body was transported to 
the consulate at Batoum.

.SENATOR BUR\ ON 
MUST GO TO JAIL 


Washington, May 22.—The supreme 
jourt of the United States rendered a 
iecislon in the case of United States 
Benator Joseph K. Burton, of Kansas. 
The decision was against Burton, af­ 
firming the decision of the United 
States circuit court for the eastern dis­ 
trict of Missouri, by which Burton was 
sentenced to six months imprisonment 
in the jail of Iron county, Mo., required 
to pay a fine of $2500 and deprived of 
the right to hereafter hold office under 
the government 


The opinion was by Justice Harlan. 
All of the points made in Burton’s in­ 
terest were overruled. 


Senator Burton was prosecuted on 
the charge of violating section 1782 of 
the revised statutes, which prohibits 
senators and representative« from re­ 
ceiving compensation for services ren­ 
dered before any of the government 
departments Iri any matter in which 
the government may be Interested. He 
was specifically charged with accepting 
a fee of $500 per month for five months 
from the Rialto Grain and Securities 
company of St. Louis for services ren­ 
dered that company in an effort to pre­ 
vent the issuance of an order by the 
postofflce department prohibiting the 
use of the mails by the company. 


This was Senator Burton's second 
appeal to the supreme court. 
In the 
first case the circuit court found him 
guilty and imposed the same penalty 
that was Imposed in the present case, 
but the supreme court reversed the de­ 
cision in the first instance because it 
was made to appear that the money 
was paid In Washington and not in St. 
Louis, where the case was tried. 


It was contended on behalf of Sena­ 
tor Burton that the fee was paid on ac­ 
count of a criminal proceeding against 
one of the members of the Rialto com­ 
pany and not because of services ren­ 
dered in the government prosecution 
of the company. The law under which 
he was prosecuted was also attacked 
as unconstitutional on the ground that 
the senate was the sole judge of the 
qualification of its members, but this 
doctrine was not upheld by Justice 
Harlan's opinion. The statute was up­ 
held In all respects and Jield to be fully 
applicable to Burton's case. 


Immediately after promulgating its 
decision in the Burton case the supreme 
court granted a motion to give 60 days 
to Senator Burton in which to prepare 
a petition for a rehearing. The action 
will have the effect of taking the case 
over until the next term of the court, 
beginning in October, as the present 
term will expire next Monday. 


That the senate will be compelled to 
take cognizance of the case is indicated 
by the decision in the following ex­ 
tract: 


"The final judgment of conviction did 
not operate ipso facto to vacate the 
seat of tho convicted senator, nor com­ 
pel the senate to compel him or to re­ 
gard him as expelled by force alone of 
the judgment. The seat into which he 
was originally inducted as a senator 
from Kansas could only become vac- 
cant by his death, or by expiration of 
his term of office, or by some direct 
action on the part of the senate in ex­ 
ercise of its constitutional powers."

SHOT BRIDE-ELECT 
IN NEW HOME 


Philadelphia, 
May 
21. — In the 
midst of their wedding arrangements 
the accidental 'discharge of a revolver 
brought to a pathetic termination the 
rosy hopes of Miss Bessie Regan, of 
3703 Baring street, and David Col­ 
dren, of 885 June street, the bridfr* 
to-be falling a victim to the ill-fated 
bullet, which ploughed through her 
left lung, inflicting a probably fatal 
wound. 
Instead of the happy nup­ 
tials that had been planned the cou­ 
ple were wedded at the Presbyterian 
hospital, with policemen, physicians 
and nurses the witnesses of the dra­ 
matic ceremony. 


At its conclusion Coldren was led 
off to a prison cell, leaving his bride 
battling for her life. 


The shooting occurred while Col­ 
dren and Miss Regan were alone in 
the front room on the second floor 
of what Mras to be their new home, 
at 418 Budd street. 
They had newly 
furnished the house and were putting 
the rooms in condition. 


Coldren picked up an old pair of 
trousers and flung them across a hook 
In the wall. 
Something hard rapped 
the wall sharply and the prospective 
groom drew from a hip pocket a 
rusty old revolver, which he had for­ 
gotten he owned. 
Noticing the trig­ 
ger at half-cock, he turned toward his 
sweetheart, saying, “Here, Bess, be 
careful with this. 
Put it !n a bureau 
drawer.” 


The girl arose, her back toward 
Coldren, and at that instant the re­ 
volver went off. 
It was pointed di­ 
rectly at Miss Regan, and the bullet, 
after slightly tearing Coldren's left 
fore finger, entered her back, un£er 
her left shoulder blade. 
It pentrated 
the lung, and is supposed to have 
lodged near the heart. 


With a wild cry the girl stumbled 
out of the room and downstairs to a 
shed in the rear of the house. 
Col­ 
dren's brother, John, assisted the girl, 
while the horror-stricken lover ran 
to tho street, calling for help. 
The 
wounded girl was conscious, and re­ 
peated constantly, “Why did you bring 
that thing into the house?**4 Her crie« 
still farther distracted Coldren. 


While an ambulance removed Miss 
Regan to the hospital, Special Officer 
Harbridge placed Coldren under ar­ 
rest. 
At the police station he be­ 
came frantic, demanding to be taken 
to the girl’s side. 
Under guard Col­ 
dren was taken to the hospital. 
The 
girl had been operated upon, but tho 
bullet could not be located. 


She and Coldren were told of the 
serious nature of her wound, and they 
at once decided that they would be 
married. 
Father McGinley, who was 
to have performed the ceremony at 
St. Agatha’s, was secured, and he 
made them man and wife, Miss Regan, 
swathed in 
bandages, but 
entirely 
conscious, placed one pale hand in 
that of her tearful lover and both re­ 
peated the vows. 


A magistrate took Mrs. Regan’s d^ 
position. 
She declared the shooting 
accidental and Coldren not at all to 
blame. 
She is a very pretty girl, 24 
years of age. 
Coldren is a few years 
her junior. 


ROBBER GETS FORTY YEARS 


Brooklyn's “Masonic” Burglar Falnta 


In Court When Sentenced. 


New York, May 22.—Practically a 
life sentence for burglary was im­ 
posed by Judge Crane in Brooklyn 
upon William S. Metelski, the so-called 
Masonic burglar, when he was ordered 
to serve 40 years at hard labor in 
Sing Sing prison. 
Metelski and his 
wife both fainted In court when sen­ 
tence was pronounced, and he injured 
himself in falling. Metelski is the son 
of a Brooklyn business man, and was 
called the Masonic burglar by return­ 
ing some property he was in the act 
of stealing from a member of the 
Masons, He confessed that he had em­ 
ployed him3elf at burglary every night 
for three months.

journed until next Wednesday, when It 
will resume its sessions in this city 
and proceed with its inquiry into al­ 
leged discrimination by tho railroads 
in the distribution of cars. 
Frank H. 
Wigton, president of the Morrisdale 
Coal company, appeared before the 
commission and corrected his state­ 
ment of Thursday that his company 
had received rebates from the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad within a few months 
previous to the retirement of General 
Traffic Manager Joyce in 1903. 
Mr. 
Wigton said that upon Investigation 
he found that his company had re­ 
ceived no rebates after 1900. 


F. L. Sheppard, general superinten­ 
dent of the United Railways of New 
Jersey, was examined as to his stock 
holdings In coal companies and r f oged 
pier privileges given the Berwind- 
White company at tidewater. 
F. M. 
Gross, western manager of the Key­ 
stone Coal and Coke company, told of 
men in the motive power department 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad who 
owned stock in the various coal com­ 
panies. 


Charles E. Pugh, second vice presi­ 
dent of the Pennsylvania railroad, waa 
one of the witnesses. He was questiond 
regarding his policy with regard to the 
placing of sidings. 


R. L. O'Donnell, general superinten­ 
dent of the Buffalo & Allegheny Valley 
division, told of having bsen given 
blocks of stock in various coal com­ 
panies while he was in charge of the 
car distribution department of the 
Pittsburg division. 


Mr. O'Donnell said he was given so 
many stocks of coal companies that 
he really couldn’t remember them all. 
One coal company alone pays him divi­ 
dends of $2400 a year on shares that 
cost him not a cent. Another company 
did as well. Others trailed along. When 
the list had been gone over, it was 
difficult to figure out Mr. O'Donnell'* 
total inoome, but if it keeps up he 
should soon be In the millionaire class. 
Mr. O'Donnell could see nothing unu­ 
sual in having all these cartloads of 
securities thrown at him. He thought 
it was the most proper thing in the 
world. 
Some of the stock came from 
Robert Pitcairn, President Cassatt's 
assistant at Pittsburg, and some from 
Colonel George H. Huff and Captain 
Alfred Hicks. 


The following statement was issued 
by Captain John P. Green, first vice- 
president of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
company, over his personal signature: 


“The recent developments at the 
hearing in progress before the inter­ 
state commerce commission in this 
city, in respect to the acquisition and 
ownership of the stocks of coal com­ 
panies IocatrvJ on its linos, by officers 
and employes of the company, and the 
acceptance of gratuities by its em- 
pl03res, are a surprise to the manage­ 
ment; and while it is not believed that 
these have caused injustice to the pub­ 
lic or the company, the facts with re­ 
spect thereto will be thoroughly inves­ 
tigated, and no ownership or practice 
calculated in any manner to affect the 
full and impartial discharge of the duty 
owed by tho company, its officers and 
employes, to the public, will be tol* 
erated.” 


DISAGREE ON RATE BILL 


Houaa 
Committee 
Decide* to 


Measure to Conference. 


Washington, May 22»—The railroad 
rate bill waa considered 
for 
three 
hours by the* house committee on in- 
terstato and foreign commerce, and 
the decision was reached to recom­ 
mend disagreement to all of the senate 
amendments and to send the measure 
to conference. The committee will not 
ask that instructions of any character 
be given to the house conferees. 


There was no disposition to criti­ 
cise the amendment conferring juris­ 
diction on the courts to review orders 
made by the interstate commerce com­ 
mission, for in the house committee, 
as well as in the senate, many mem* 
bers contended that the bill as it was 
passed by the house gave that au­ 
thority to the courts. This amendment 
and 
others, which 
collectively are 
known as tho Allison compromise, un­ 
doubtedly will be agreed to by the 
house conferees. 


The amendment 
which gave the 
house committee the greatest concern 
was that making pipe lines common 
carrier*, which the committee thought 
inconsistent with the amendment pro­ 
hibiting common carriers from pro­ 
ducing 
commodities 
carried by i t 
Formal action was not had on any of 
the amendments, and therefore the 
house conferees likely will be left 
free to exercise their best judgment« 


U. S. VICE CONSUL KILLED 


JUDGE MAYER DEAD 


President Judge of 25th Pennsylvania 
District Dies In Hospital. 


Philadelphia, May 19.—Judge Charles 
A. Mayer, of ixu’k Haven, president 
judge of the 25th judicial district, 
which is comprised of Cameron, Elk 
and Clinton counties, died in the Ger­ 
mantown hospital here following an 
operation performed several weeks ago. 
Judge Mayer was 75 years of age and 
was a native of York county, He was 
graduated from Franklin and Marshall 
College in 1848 and was admitted to 
the bar of Clinton county six years 
later. He served two terms as district 
attorney, and in 1868 he was elected 
president Judge of the 25th district, 
which was then composed of Centre, 
Clearfield and Clinton counties, and re­ 
elected in 1878, 1SS8 and 1891. Judge 
Mayer left two daughters, one the wife 
of Colonel James B, Coryell, of this 
city, and the other Miss Heleit E. 
Mayer, who Uvea at Lock Haven.

British subject and one of the largest 
ship brokers and exporters of Batoum. 


Mr. Stuart, having 
dined 
at

house of a friend, was returning to his 
country 
place at Manziadjani, five 
miles from Batoum. He was fired on 
twice from a clump of trees half a 
mile from his home, one bullet pierc­ 
ing his leg and another his breast Mr 
Stearne, the British vice consul at 
Novo Rosslisk, who was a guest at 
Mr. Stuart's house, hearing the shoot­ 
ing, hurried out with the servants and 
found Mr. Stuart lying on the ground 
bleeding from hia wounds..

atill conscious, but said he would not 
be able to recognize his assassin*'ow­ 
ing to the darkness. Mr. 3tuart was 
conveyed to a military barracks in th« 
vicinity, where he expired two houn 
later. The body was transported to 
the consulate at Batoum.

trees. The farmer and his boys go to 
the dams across the rice fields, cut the 
stalks from the kago trees and carry 
them home in small bundles. 


Then the big bathtub, in which the 


fami.v parboil themselves according 
to .Ta'panese custom, is brought into 
requisition. The kago sticks are boiled 
in this caldron till the useless skin 
peels off from the white inner bart 
Meanwhile the carefully saved wood 
ashes of the thrifty household are dis- 
solving in a vat filled, with kot water. 
The bark is cooked in this lye till all 
its gummy impurities are dissolved 
out: after having been rendered clean 
and soft by that means, it is now beat- 
en into a pulp with wcoden mallets. 
All hands, then 'turn to and vigorously 
knead the pulp into balls called "so- 


THE FINISHED PRODUCT. 


A batch of sosori having been pre- 


pared all is now ready for the last act 
The paper tub proper, an oblong trough 
of wood is dragged from its resting 
place cleaned and filled with water, to 
which a little mucilage of mallows is 
added. 
Into this liquid the farmer 


crumbles the balls of pulp and stirs tne 
mixture into a mush. He now takes 
his "'form.'" a square sieve made of 
fiue bamboo splinters, and dipping i- 
into the mess scoops out enough to 
cover its surface with a thin film. The 
mucilage makes the bark cells cohere 
and "set" in parallel lines, so as to 
form a moist, sticky sheet-paper in 
ernbrvo. The "form" is tilted up. the 
water drains away and the film drie* 
into a sheet of hand-made paper. 


In thi* simple process the long. tou?a 


fibre cells of the bark were first torn 
asunder, thea reunited.

Glazed and painted with 


beautiful designs, the paper is folded 
into fans. Impregnated with a drying 
oil. it makes a waterproof cover for 
traveling baskets that is largely in 
demand during*, the rainy season. 
It 


takes the place of glass in lanters 
and in the frames of the "shoji," those 
portable screens with which a Japan- 
ese room can be so quickly trans- 
formed into a suite of chambers. 


These are but slight advances from 


the sheet of paper as it comes from the 
rub. But by more elaborate processes 
the canning artificers of Japan con- 
vert paper into an elastic substance 
like leather. 
For this purpose they 


select a stout kind called "senda," 
which is manufactured by mixing tte 
pulp obtained from different barks. 
This is coated with lamp black, oiled, 
dyed and finally lacquered. It is from 
:his "leather,"' ornamented with gold 
ines and colored patterns, that floor 
rloth is made, as well as pipe cases 
and the little boxes that tourists bring 
home. 


CLOTHES MADE OF PAPER. 
Even wearing apparel, in Japan, is 


made of paper. By glueing together 
sheets of the tougher and more flexible 
cinds a clotli is manufactured •which, 
after being saturated with a special 
oil. is made up into waterproof cloaks. 
In, cost and usefulness these coverings 
rank below the rubber coat, but ^far 
above the primitive "mino," or small 
portable straw thatch with which the 
>oor coolie protects his shoulders from 
the rain. 
The old fashioned black, 


varnished hat, the "chimney pot" of tne 
Samurai. - was 
made of 
cemented 


sheets of paper, finished off with a. 
lustrous coating of the beautiful native 
:acquer. 


Perhaps the most astonishing of tha 


Japanese paper productions is a sauce- 
pan. Nor is it made to be looked at 
merely: ic can be safely used for cook- 
Ing over a charcoal fire. But it seems 
a long jump from a thin tissue to a 
citchen utensil, from a substitute for 
jlass to a substitute for iron. 


But is there anything in common, it 


may be asked, between this home-made 
paper and the wire wove, cream laid 
factory produc:, manufactured here 
from linen rags? 


The common factor is the vegetable 


cell. The wall of this, the unit of 
plant life, however it may differ in 
shape or size, is chemically identical in 
shape or size, is made of cellulose. 
This material resists the action of the 
dilute . cids and. alkalies which are 
used to remove the gums anl ",-sin. all 
that the plant has stored in its cells, 
but which the manufacturer regards 
as impuriiies. But in making paper 
from rags the cells are cut in pieces 
and lose their identity, whereas by the 
Japanese process they are merely sep- 
arated and put together again. Hence, 
it Is said, results the superior tough- 
ness and durability of the hand-made 
paper.

MONG the old arts of Ja- 
pan not the least interest- 
ing is the making of paper 
by hand. 
The beautiful 
finished 
product Is fami- 
liar now to the people of the Wesfern 
world, where it is used la the making 
of the more expensive class of books, in 
''editions de luxe." But although our 
ancestors spun tlielr own linen, with 
us paper was never a household art, 
as it was iu Nippon and is to-day, la 
spite of the spread of the factory sys- 
tem in that country. 


Nature M'as the first paper maUor. 
Every one has seen the rice paper 
whicii the Chinese use for making ar- 
tificial fiowers. It is taken direct from 
the Fatsia plant, not the rice of com- 
merce; from its cylinder of pith, which 
is dried and unrolled. 
Then, to say 
nothing of pr.pyrus. there is a birch 
bark, on which to inscribe the sacred 
writings preserved in their lama-series. 
The bark of a South American tree fur- 
nishes the traveler Avith a thin brown 
tissue Iu which be can roll and smoke 
hi? tobacco. 
Japan iS well 
supplied 
wlih a class of trees, the tliln bark of 
which must have given the natives a 
hint that there was a material that 
might be made over so as to servo 
the uses of the scribe. 


There is Uie Edgeworthia, or three 
forks, r shrub easily Identified by the 
triple branching of its shoots, and the 
"kago/' or paper mulberry, a small 
tree that grows, like a willow near 
water courses. If you happen to be in 
Japan iu the early winter you may see 
how the peasants make paper from 
their "kago." They go about it in this 


w* 19 e. 


The grain harvft»*- is over, the gor- 
geous tints have itvued from the ma- 
ples, the sap has run down from the 
trees. 
The farmer and his boys go to 
the dams across the rice fields, cut the 
stalks from the kago trees and carry 
them home in small bundles. 


Then the big bathtub, in which the 
family parboit themselves 
according 
to Japanese custom, is brought into 
requisition. The kago sticks arc boiled 
lu this caldron till the useless skm 
peels off from .the white inner bark. 
Meanwhile the carefully saved wootl 
ashes of the thrifty household are dis- 
solving in a vat tilled with hot water. 
The bark is cooked in ttis lye till all 
its gummy impurities are dissolved 
out; after having been rendered clean 
and soft by that means, it is now beat- 
en into a pulp with wooden mallets. 
All hands then 'turn to and vigorously 
knead the pulp into balls called "so- 
sori. »» 


K«iituckjr Mules

THE FINISHED PRODUCT. 


A batch of sosorl having been pre- 
pared all is now ready for the last a c t 
The paper tub proper, an oblong trough 
of wood, is dragged from its resting 
place, cleaned and filled with water, to 
which a little mucilage of mallows is 
added. 
Into this liquid the farmer 
crumbles the balls of pulp and stirs the 
mixture into a mush. 
Ho now takes 
his "form." a square sieve made of 
fine bamboo splinters, and dipping it 
into the mess scoops out e n o u g h to 
cover its surface with a thin film. The 
mucilage makes the bark cells cohere 
and "set" in parallel lines, so as to 
form a moist sticky sheet-paper in 
embrvo. The "form" is tilted up, the 
water drains away and the film dries 
into a sheet of hand-made paper. 


in this simple process the long, tougb 
fibre cells of the bark .Avere first torn 
asunder, then reunited. The operator, 
as it were, demolished nature's build- 
ing without injuring the bricks and

than that made by machine." 
It is 
porous and readily takes the Indian ink 
from the brush which Japanese writ- 
ers use instead of a pen. It tears easi- 
ly along tlie grain, but If torn across 
the lines of cohesion a rough, fuzzy 
edge Is produced. 


The Japanese have a hundred uses 
for this product of their domestic In- 
dustry. A square of the absorbent ma- 
terinl serves the "musume" for a liand- 
kerehief. 
Glazed and painted 
with 
beautiful designs, the paper is folded 
into fans. Impregnated with a drying 
oil. it makes a waterproof cover for 
traveling baskets that is largely in 
demand during^ the rainy season. 
It 
takes the place of glass in lanters 
and in the frames of the ''shoji/* those 
portable screens with which a Japan- 
ese room can be so quickly 
trans- 
formed into a suite of chambers. 


These are but slight advances from 
the slieet of paper as it comes from the 
tub. But by more elaborate processes 
the cunning artificers of Japan con- 
vert paper into an elastic substance 
like leather. 
For this purpose they 
select a stout kind called 
"senda," 
which is manufactured by mixing the 
pulp obtained from different barks. 
This is coated with lamp black, oiled, 
dyed and finally lacquered. It is from 
this "leather," ornamented with gold 
lines and colored patterns, that floor 
cloth is made, as well as pipe cases 
and the littie boxes that tourists bring 
home. 


CLOTHES MADE OF PAPER. 
Even wearing apparel, in Japan, is 
made of paper. 
By glueing together 
sheets of the tougher and more flexible 
kinds a cloth Is manufactured which, 
after being saturated with a special 
oil, is made up into waterproof cloaks, 
l a cost and usefulness these coverings 
rank below the rubber coat but far 
above the primitive "mino." or small 
portable straw thatch with which the 
poor coolie protects his slioulders from 
the rain. 
The old fashioned black, 
varnished h a t the 'Vhimney pot" of tne 
Samurai, 
was made 
of 
cemented 
sheets of paper, finishéd ott with a 
lustrous coating of the beautiful native 
lacquer. 


Perhaps Ihe most astonishing of the 
Japanese paper productions is a sauce- 
pan. 
Nor is it made to be looked at 
merely; it can be safely used for cook-

ness and durability of the haud-made 
paper.

This material resists the action of the 
dilute . cids and alkalies which are 
used to remove the gums an! ^'?sin, all 
that the plant has stored in its cells, 
but which tiie manufacturer regards 
as impurities. 
But in making paper 
from rags the cells are cut iu pieces 
and lose their identity, whereas by the 
Japanese process they are merely sep­ 
arated and put together again. Hence, 
it is said, results the superior tough­ 
ness and durability of the haud-made 
paper.

captivity. These flies are caught on 
the Amazon river by men who Coat 
down stream in boats and use large 
nets to scoop in the millions of in- 
sects which circle in densa clouds 
just above the water. 


The insects in a dry state consti- 


tute one of the richest of foods. For 
chickens they are mixed with other 
ingredients, sucn as maize, millet, 
eic. They are too rich a diet by 
themselves, but so great is their 
power of nourishment that a small 
quantity has a most beneficial ef- 
fect on fowls in captivity. 


The Brazillian government stopped 


the exportation of this commodity 
two years ago, fearing the fish in 
the stream would suffer from 
the 


trade. This ban, however, has re- 
cently been removed and the flies are 
again being imported to this and 
European countries.

It is not the American fly, however, 
that is so distinguished. T h e fly of 
commerce comes from 
Brazil, and 
they are highly esteemed as food for 
fancy chickens, birds 
and fish in 
captivity. 
These flies are caught on 
the Amazon river by men who float 
down stream in boats and use large 
nets to scoop in thei millions of in- 
sects which circle in dense 
clouds 
just above the v/ater. 


The insects in a dry state consti- 
tute one of the richest of foods. For 
chickens they are mixed with other 
ingredients, such as maize, 
millet, 
etc. 
They are too rich a 
diet by 
themselves, but so great 
is their 
power of nourishment that a 
small 
quantity has a most 
beneficial ef- 
fect on fowls in captivity.

The dolls of all nations and of all 
times occupied the attention of the 
Folk-Loro Society in London, the other 
night, when a lecture was given by 
Edward Lovelt, who for years has col-; 
lected dolls of every 
sort and 
size 
from all over the world. 


"It is most probable that dolls have 
existed in all times and in all conn- 
1ries," declared Mr. Lovett. 
"Thoy 
have been found in the tombs of Greek, 
Roman, and Egyptian children, and 
some in my possession are at least SiHX) 
years old." 


Photographs of the queerest dolls 
imaginable were shown. 
From Cen- 
tral Africa came a fetish doll, con- 
sisting of a bundle of sticks with a 
piece of cloth wrapped around, and 
a small box in the middle supposed to 
contain the spirit of a departed Avar- 
rior, kept by adoring relatives, 


Tbe doll playetl with by the children 
of Ceutral Africa is a gourd, wrapped 
In a rag, with seeds ou the top to rep- 
resent hair. 
The little ones of the 
French 
Congo 
nurse 
(\*elrd, carved 
wooden figures, with necks as long a s 
cranes, and hands possessed of a mul- 
titude of lingers. 


Some of the Indian dolls boast of a 
Fti'ange 
anatomy, the legs 
starting 
from just under the neck, while the 
hands are placed straight on tlie body 
without the formality of arms being 
inti'oduced, 


"It is a strange fact," said Mr. Lov- 
ett, "that the ancient Egyptian doll 
has jointed limbs exactly the same as 
the Dutch doll of to-day. 
The oldest 
Japanese dolls also are jointed, and so 
are the Matabele specimens. 


"The Christmas dolls of Germany, 
Belgium, and Russia show S t Nicholas 
or Santa Claus carrying in one liand 
presents for good children, and in the 
other a birch for the bad ones, l a 
Belgium St. Nicholas is too important 
a personage to go down the chimneys 
to the stockings himself, so he sends 
down his servant Ruprecht, who is al- 
Bo a popular doll. 


"Dolls used to be placed over shops 
to indicate what kind of mercrhandise 
.was to be found within. 
For instance, 
a large lione draped with rags pointed 
out a rag and bone store. 
Some of my 
dolls are of iron and sione—evidently 
not being used as playthings. 
Others 
are of wood and clay, and one old Eng* 
lish doll is of chalk, with flint eyes. 


"Dolls from Labrador and 
Alaska, 
and those of the North American In- 
dians before civilization reached them, 
lire quite characteristic while the faces 
of 1he diCferent tribes are admirably 
shOAATi. The same is the case with an- 
cient Konian dolls. 


"All over the world dolls used to be 
made by the inhabitants for the amuse- 
ment of the children and dressed in tbe 
costume of the particular district Now 
Ihe shop doll is everywhere the golly- 
with the big eyes. 


"In some parts of France tbe people 
•used to maive dolls which caricatured 
each other, and this proved a source of 
considerable amusement to dweile-i's in 
lonely parts." 


In the di-scussinn which followed the 
lecture, it was [Kiaited out that the,his- 
tory of dolls has never yet been seri- 
ously considered, and that "the folk 
lore of dolls" had yet to be written.

1 predict the opposite, and I am as 
often right as you are!” 
This did 
not equal the sincerity of the astrolo­ 
ger, Cardan, who, having predicted 
his own death, starved himself to 
death in order to verify the prophecy. 
—London Chronicle.

Fish 


and Chickens. 


Those good souls who have faith to 
believe that everything in existence 
fulfills some beneficient purpose will 
be gratified to learn—now that sum­ 
mertime approaches—that flies have 
a recognized commercial 
value 
as 
food. 


It is not the American fly, however, 
that is so distinguished. 
The fly of 
commerce comes from 
Brazil, 
and 
they are highly esteemed as food for 
fancy chickens, birds 
and 
fish 
in 
captivity. 
These flies are caught on 
the Amazon river by men who float 
down stream in boats and use large 
nets to scoop in the» millions of in­ 
sects which circle in 
dense 
clouds 
just above the water. 


The insects in a dry state consti­ 
tute one of the richest of foods. For 
chickens they are mixed with other 
ingredients, such as 
maize, 
millet, 
etc. 
They are too rich a 
diet 
by 
themselves, but so 
great 
is 
their 
power of nourishment that a small 
quantity has a most beneficial ef­ 
fect on fowls in captivity. 


The Brazilian government stopped 
the exportation of 
this 
commodity 
two years ago, fearing the fish in 
the stream would 
suffer 
from 
the 
trade. 
This ban, however, 
has re­ 
cently been removed and the flies are 
again being imported 
to 
this 
and 
European countries.

The dolls of all notions and of all 
times occupied the attention of the 
Folk-Lore Society in London, the other 
night, when a lecture was given by 
Edward Lovett, who for years has col-* 
lected dolls of every sort and size 
from all over the world, 


“It is most probable that dolls have 
existed in all times and in all coun­ 
tries,” declared Mr. Lovett. 
“Thoy 
have been found in the tombs of Greek, 
Roman, anil Egyptian children, and 
some in my possession are at least 3000 
years old/' 


Photographs of the queerest dolls 
imaginable were shown. 
From Cen­ 
tral Africa came a fetish doll, con­ 
sisting of a bundle of sticks with a 
piece of cloth wrapped around, and 
a small box in the middle supposed to 
contain the spirit of a departed war­ 
rior, kept by adoring relatives. 


The doll played with by the children 
of Ceutral Africa is a gourd, wrapped 
in a rag, with seeds on the top to rep­ 
resent hair. 
The little ones of the 
French 
Congo nurse 
weird, carved 
wooden figures, with necks as long as 
cranes, and hands possessed of a mul­ 
titude of fingers. 


Some of the Indian dolls boast of a 
strange anatomy, the legs starting 
from just under the neck, while the 
hands are placed straight on the body 
without the formality of arms being 
introduced, 


“It is a strange fact,” said Mr, Lov­ 
ett, “that the ancient Egyptian doll 
has jointed limbs exactly the same as 
the Dutch doll of to-day. 
The oldest 
Japanese dolls also are jointed, and so 
are the Matabelo specimens. 


“The Christmas dolls of Germany, 
Belgium, and Russia show S t Nicholas 
or Santa Claus carrying iu one hand 
presents for good children, and in the 
other a birch for the bad ones. 
In 
Belgium St. Nicholas is too important 
a personage to go down the chimneys 
to the stockings himself, so he sends 
down his servant Ruprecht, who is al- 
80 a popular doll. 


“Dolls used to be placed over shops 
to indicate what kind of mercrhandise 
,was to be found within. For instance, 
a large lione draped with rags pointed 
out a rag and bone store. Some of my 
dolls are of iron and stone—evidently 
not being used as playthings. 
Others 
are of wood and clay, and one old Eng­ 
lish doll is of chalk, with flint eyes. 


“Dolls from Labrador and Alaska, 
and those of the North American In­ 
dians before civilization reached them, 
are quite characteristic while the faces 
of 1he different tribes áre admirably 
shown. The same is the case with an­ 
cient Roman dolls. 


“All over the world dolls used to be 
made by the inhabitants for the amuse­ 
ment of the children and dressed in the 
costume of the particular district Now 
the shop doll is everywhere the golly- 
twog with the big eyes. 


“In some parts of France tbe people 
used to majve dolls which caricatured 
each other, and this proved a source of 
considerable amusement to dwellers in 
lonely parts.” 


In the discussion which followed the 
lecture, it was [Ri.n ted out that tbe »his­ 
tory of dolls has never yet been seri­ 
ously considered, and that “the folk 
lore of dolls” had yet to be written.

The wood used was divided among 
the various processes as follows: Sul­ 
phite, 1,538,000 cords; soda, 410.000 
cords; ground wood, 1,008,000 cords. 
The total pulp production by all pro­ 
cesses by the firms reporting was 
1,003,000 tons. 
According to 1he cen­ 
sus of 1900, the consumption of pulp 
wood was then 1,080,310 cords, so that 
there has been an increase of over 
fifty per cent, in the last six years. 
This demonstrates, in a striking man­ 
ner, tbe draia upon the forests caused 
by the pulp industry.—From Prelim­ 
inary Agricultural Report.

Large Bam and Stock Burned. 
Between one and two o'clock Sunday 
morning the large bank barn on the farm 
owned and occupied by Mr. Solomon Ga- 
ble along the Carlisle pike, just this side 
of the large stone bridge which spans the 
Big Conewago creek, Hamilton township 
together with the hog pen,chicken5house, 
corn cribs and other outbuildings, were 
destroyed by fire. With the buildings 
were consumed four horses, eighteen head 
of cattle, five heogs,' 200 chickens, 10 tons 
of hay, 15 tons of straw, 400 bushels of 
corn, some wheat and oats, all the farm 
machinery, wagons, buggies, harness, etc. 
About 500 bushels ot wheat was sold dur- 
ing the past week by Mr. Gable, which 
was fortunate, or it would have al&o gone 
up in smoke. 


The family bad attended prayermeeting 
on Saturday evening and all was right 
when they returned about 11 o'clock. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock a young lady who 
was visiUng at the place awoke and notic- 
ed the building a mass of llamcs and when 
the family and neighbors arrived on the 
scene tho fire had gained such headway 
that nothing could be siived. Tho only 
live stock that escaped was a young bull 
and two hogs that broke from tho build- 
ings. 


The origin of the fire is unknown, but 
is supposed to have been the work of an 
incendiary. 
Tho loss, which is partially 
covered by insurance, is estimated at $4,- 
000. Tho building wasnisured in tho Ad- 
ams County Mutual, and the stock in the 
Mummasburg Mutual Fire Insurance Co., 
Adams couaty. 


The scene of the fire wasyisited by hun- 
dreds of people durieg Sunday, many of 
whom remarked that all that remoined of 
the large building could have been loaded 
upon a one horse wagon. 


Girl Fatally Burned. 


Mary Catro, a young Roumanian girl 
who kept house for her brother, near Lit- 
tlestown, in an effort to make the kitchen 
fire burn more quickly by using gasoline 
last Monday evening, was so severely 
burned that she died at the Kwisbnrg 
hospital, Tuesday morning. 


The girl's brother, John Catro, was also 
severely burned in his efforts to extin- 
guish the fiames which enveloped his sis- 
ter. John Castro lived in one end of the 
shanty occupied by the couple. 
When 
the gasoline can exploded, the girl shriek- 
ed and John went to her aid, and with 
carpet and aprons smothered out the fire. 
It was not until after long struggle that 
the flames were extinguished and then 
most of the doting of the woman had been 
burned away, John's ohirt also caught 
fire and spurting gasoline struck him on 
the legs. His hands were most severely 
burned. 


The two were placed on a train, taken 
to Harrisburg and taken immediately to 
the hospital. The man will recover. 


Catro, along with a number of other 
foreigners, was employed on railroad con- 
struction work and they were housed in 
shanties near Littlestown. 


Legf Broken in Three Placest 


Frank Biesecker, cattle dealer, of Orr- 
tanna, met with a very bad accident at 
the home of Harry Deurdorif, near Cash- 
town last Monday morning 
Mr, Bie- 
secker was sitting in his buggy and was 
in the act of handing Mrs. l)eardorflC a 
check for some cattle when his horse 
scared at a bunch of sheep and ran away. 
After going some distance Mr. Bieseck- 
er was thrown from the vehickle and had 
one of his legs broken at three places. 
Dr. Merriman was summoned and ren 
dered surgical aid, after which he ac 
companied Mr. Biesecker to the Cham- 
bersburg hospital. 


In falling from the buggy bis limb be* 
came fastened in the wheel taking him 
him around a number of times breaking 
his leg at three places below the knee so 
badly that the bones pushed out through 
the flesh.

In the ending of the 
seventh inning with the locals at bat, with 
three men on bases and one man out a 
dispute arose over a decision of the urn* 
pire and the game came to an abrupt end 
in a windy argument.

imagination 
of the dinizens of that storm-swept 
upighborhood, and the days of Span- 
ish galleons laden with v/ealth and 
the ocean piracies of primitive Amer- 
ica are recalled. 


J. G. Crawford, an Albany photog- 
rapher and scientist, is the discoverer 
of the wealth disgorged by the ocean 
While searching for rare specimens 
of animal and mineral life that are to 
be found on the Oregon coast during 
the 
winter 
months 
Crawford 
ran 
across a large piece of mixed silvej 
and gold, symetrically shaped as if the 
two metals had run together in a ves- 
sel of some kind. 


Speculation as to the source of the 
rare find was immediately rife» but 
that it came from the depths of the 
ocean is the only certain information 
obrainable.

The paths of Caille and Leatz -were far 
to the west, those of Barth and Fou- 
reau were far to the east of his track, 
and so he had a virgin field for Lis 
researches. 


Four years asro. such a journey as 


Gantier has made would have been re- 
garded as a madcap enterprise, doomed 
to failure and involving the live? of all 
engaged in it. Bat Gaurier believed 
he wouid pass nnscatehed and win 
success, and no one thought his fool- 
hardy. His journey -was made possi- 
ble by an idea that struck the French 
four years ago—a brilliant conception, 
brilliantly carried out. by which they 
have revolutionized the conditions of 
desert travel—Cyrus C. Adams, in

This i* the first year In which the 


Postofflce Department of Canada ha* 
assumed the delivery of mail'in the 
extreme North. The Hudson 
Bay 


Company has heretofore carried mes- 
sages to and from the Arctic and sub- 
Arctic country. Increases in the num* 
bers of trapper*, missionaries, prospec- 
tor*, settlers aad policemen in the ex- 
treme North explain the taking over 
of the responsibility by the Postmaster- 
General of Canada. 


The mail is divided into two packet* 


at Edmonton, one for points between 
Lac La Biche and Fort Resolution, and 
the other for the straggling outposts 
of empire as far north a* Fort Mc- 
Pherson. the most northerly depot even 
of the Hudson Bay Company, nearly 
100 miles within the Arctic circle, 
where the year is divided- into a single 
day and night. 


The Lac La Biche mail goes by horse 


only 12O miles out 
of Edmonton. 


Thenceforward the dog and the rein- 
deer are the carrier's assistants. From 
Edmonton to Fort McPherson is over 
a thousand miles. Ten intermediate 
deliveries are made, and the mail ar- 
rives at the fort in April—if it has no 
exceptional delays. 


Besides \hese packets, several other 


packets go to the northland about this 
season, so that all the posts will re- 
ceive at least one mail a year. There 
is a mail made up at Prince Albert 
that goes as far as the head of Rein- 
deer Lake, at the edge of the great 
Barren Lands. The York 
Factory 


packet runs to the far north by way 
of Winnipeg and the Nelson River. 
The Moose packet is made up at Mat- 
tawa. and goes by way of Abittibe 
River. 


Tlie carriers for the east and west 


shores of the groat bay sometimes 
meet at the southern ports on the 
shores of the bay. and the meetings 
are made the occasion of brief but 
hearty jollifications. Then each passes 
on his way. 


Newspapers and par-tapes are car- 


ried to the north by the .iinual steam- 
ers of the Hudson Bay Company on J 
the Mackenzie River in the summer. 
Of course letters are also carried, but 
newspapers convey the tidings of the 
world, and are treasured as nne jewels.

STUDY EACH FIELD. 
| 


Each particular field requires special 


and careful treatment. One plot of 
land may be better adapted for a cer- 
tain crop than another, and the farmer 
must study the requirements of each 
field and crop. 


STUDY DIGESTIVE CAPACITY. 
In the selection of cattle foods tlie 


farmer should keep in view the results 
to be expected. 
Some foods are mere 


valuable, pound for pound, than others, 
because they differ in the relative pro- 
portion of dry substance contained, in 
the digestibility of that dry substance 
and in its composition. The digestive 
capacity 
of each auimal should be 


known to the farmer, and he should 
endeavor to supply its wants. 


DEHORNING CATTLE. 


Dehorning has passed she experi- 


mental stage and h«* now become a 
necessity. Practically no one now de- 
nies the benefits derived from having | 
a herd deprived of the dangerous-weap- i 
ons of defense. The question arises 
as when and how can ic best be done. 
The fall, or preferably early spring, 
are the oest seasons of the year for 
doing this work, say the middle ot 
March. The idea is to get the wounds 
thoroughly healed before the flies come. 
Animals dehorned iti early spring and 
cared for. usually shrink but little and 
the wounds very soon heal over. 
It 


is not necessary to put anything on 
the wounds. 


MAIL IN THE WILDERNESS. 
The annual mail for Arctic circle 


points with the Dominica of Canada 
has just been despatched by way of 
Edmonton. Alberta, over a trail which 
is not only the longest mail route ia 
the world, but the most desolate and 
most difficult Letters oaly are carried, 
says a British. Columbia correspondent 
of the New York Sun, and these are 
limited to one ounce in weight, as the 
entire bulk of the packet when it leaves 
Edmonton must come witbin 300 
pounds. 


For the two-cent stamp which decor- 


ates the corner of the enve'ope the 
letter will be carried in some cases 
from the extremes of South Africa, 
Australia or India, and it will most 
probably be necessary to have the car- 
rier* go 500 or 600 miles into a froten.

During the course of his years of 


duty as one of Uncle Sam's soldiers 
Private Haarscher saw sarvice In four 
different regiments and against every 
form of -oe that his adopted couatry 
had to face. Few mea knew as did 
this private what absolute devotion 
to duty meant 


Haarscher was intensely proud of 


his Freach nativity. One aight at a far 
Northwestern garrison he was walk- 
ing post as a sentinel upoa a frail tem- 
porary bridge thrown across a stream. 
The ends of the structure marked the 
ends of his post. 


A storm arose in sudden fury. The 


stream which flowed under the bridge 
had been swollen before by the rains 
of the season. In a few minutes It 
was a raging, roaring torrent. 
The 


bridge began to show signs of weak- 
ening. Haarscher kept oa walking his 
post. The timbers were creaking un- 
der his feet and the water was begin- 
ning to creep over the planking, when 
tlie officer oftbe day appeared at 
ead of the bridge.

At the end of the Franco-Prussian 


War Haarscher came to America em- 
bittered because his native province. 
Alsace, Lad become the spoil of the 
enemy. He enlisted almo&t immediate- 
ly upon his arrival in this couatry. 
and until the day of his death at Fort 
Sheridan he never passed an hour, sava 
wbea oa occasional leaves of absence 
beyond sight of the flag that marked 
the campus, the garrisoas or tiis bat- 
tlefields of America. 


Abraham Haarscher carried one rec- 


ord that is probably unique in the his- 
tories of the armies of the world. Ia 
nearly thirty years-' service, although 
a model of soldierly neatness, disci- 
pline and intelligence, ho aever wore 
the stripe of a aoa-commissioaed offi- 
cer, refusing chevrons time after time;: 
his reasons for refusiag being known 
to no one but himself. 


Haarscher did not know what the in- 


side of a guardhouse looked like from 
the viewpoint of a prisoner. There 
aever was a soldier in camp or bar- 
racks whose rifle and equipments were 
like unto his. So at guard mount, as 
the neatest soldier, he was cat,-en for 
the duties of orderly to the command- 
ing officer. The soldier thus chosen 
is rot obliged to wall: post, and when 
tattoo comes he can turn in to sleep 
without fear of being routed out for 
the duties of toe mid. igut guard.— 


BURNING CHARCOAL FOR HOGS. 


Allow the wood or corn cobs to be- 


come well ignited after piling in cone 
shaped piles, then cover lightly with 
dry earth. Combustion will then be 
incomplete and a bed of charcoal will 
result Another way is to have ready 
a tub ot" water and as soon as the 
wood burns sufficiently to form a live 
coal retaining the original shape, re- 
move with a pair of tongs :-.nd im- 
merse ia the tub of water to extin- 
guish the fire, then lay aside to dry. 
This is a simple plan and one that is 
practicable whenever it becomes ad- 
visable :o burn charcoal at home. The 
value of charcoal as an aid t-i diges- 
tion is underestimated.—C. B. Barrer. 


A GOOD 


Tbe best melons are aot always the 


largest Many of the varieties grown 
for shipment to market must neces- 
sarily possess thick rinds. 
A good 


melon should be 
very sweet, and 


should not be stringy when sliced, nor 
should the r.nd be very thick. The 
best flavored cantaloupes are small 
ones, the Jenny Lind and Netted Geia 
being favorites. 


WHEN JUST FROM NUBSERY. 
The roots of young tree* or plant* 


that have recently arrived from the 
nursery must not be allowed to be- 
com* dry. Exposing them to the winds 
is a risk. If the ground is not ready, 
put the roots In a furrow at once and 
cover them with fine soil. If the roots 
of a tree are injured, cut off the dam- 
aged pans before aetting out. Do not 
be afraid to cut back from the top if 
there appears to be but few roots to 
the tree. 


GRAFTING WAX. 


A food grafting wax. adapted for 


painting the wounds made in pruning 
trees and to other purposes, may be 
made by melting one pound of resin 
over a gentle fire and stirring in one 
ounce of beef tallow. When the mix- 
ture, after being removed from the 
fire, has cooled off somewhat, eight 
ounces of alcohol are to be added to it 
If too cool for mixing, warm it again, 
carefully guarding the alcohol from 
taking fire. When coel put it in bot- 
tles and keep it well closed- 


LIQUID MANURE. 


An occasional application of liquid 


manure is an excellent stimulant fot 
early plants. If it cannot be conveni- 
ently obtained about the stable* It may 
be supplied in another manner. Takt 
an old barrel, bore holes In the bottom. 
set up on a slanting bench and fill with 
manure. Pour on water, then catch 
the drip. Horse manure is best, as It 
contains a large amount of nitrogen. 
A little of this used occasionally on 
plants in hotbeds or cold frame* will 
have a wonderful effect 


DEVELOPING GOOD HOGS. 


A really good hog cannot be pro- 


duced from scrub stoc-K. It is abso- 
lutely necessary to choose the breed 
for the purpose, that is. some breeds 
are better for bacon aud hams when 
lean meat is preferred and others for 
lard or fat pork. Have an ideal animal 
and work for ir. Breed from matured 
and well-bred sows. 
Don't sacrifice 


individuality to pedigree. Breed pro- 
lific sows oaly. Avoid cross-breeding 
and feeding too much corn and ice 
water, as this lessens the vitality and 
tends to make too light a bone Feed 
young stock and the breeding sows 
oats, shorts, bran and til mea!. with 
but little cora. Give plenty of exer- 
cise, la finishing off a fat hog noth-

PIANO BOX SMOKEHOUSE, 


e thirfry farmer prepares bis own 
for home consumption, and if lie 


snort of cash with which to build an 


up-to-date smokehouse he will appre- 


ate the following plan, which will 


: him to carry out his ideas at 
cost Buy an old but good up- 


right piano box. and after making it 
smoke tight with paper, set it ia the 
desired place and dig a treach so 
that the piping will enter at one end 
of the box through the bottom. Then 
take aa old wash boiler with a good 
copper bottom and have a tiasmith 
make a hole ia one side near the bot- 
tom, aad ia this fasten a piece of tin 
water pipe or four-inch stovepipe. Then 
buy additional lengths of pipe and 


'>»:£.- 
_ 
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make the connections yourself, having 
an elbow to go inio the box. 


Make the smoke fire in the boiler, 


the smoke will pass Into the box, 
and, on a small scale, one will have a 
first-class smokehouse. As little heat 
is required to keep tip the fire suf- 
ficient to give the desired amount of 
smoke, there is no danger of the wash 
boiler being too frail for the purpose. 
The Illustration shew* the plan per- 
fectly, the details of the piping being 
shown in the lower pan of the cat- 
Philadelphia Record. 


SHADY WATERING TROUGH. 
The writer may be a crank on the 


summer care of animals, but at least 
he knows that it pays well \o look out 
for their comfort during the heated 
spell. Knowing the luxury of a drink 
of cool water in warm weaker an in- 
telligent man realizes that an animal 
wil! enjoy Its water much more If II 
Is in a shady place where it ia cool 
and where also there may be a littlt 
shade for the animal while it ia drink- 
Ing. 
Only in. some section* do we 


find the old-time drinking trough hewn 
from a log than which nothing better 
has ever been devised. 


On most farms it will not be at all 


hard to find a corner shaded by treet 
or vines where this trough, may be lo- 
cated. 
Oftentimes an old tree will 


serve as a hifcching-post near the trough 
and a light chain or tie rope hitched 
to the lower branches of the tree to 
hold the horst while drinking If lt» 
owner wishes to leave it a few minute*. 
By a little care ia the setting of th* 
trough so that tbe lower back corner 
is titled away from the side at which 
the horse approaches the trough, the 
overflow may be readily conducted 
away from the trough and the wet 
stamping place avoided. A good plan 
is to dig: out the soil for a foot In the 
spot where the horse would stand 
while drinking and fill in with, coarse 
gravel which would surely do away 
with, 
the wet 
spots.—Indianapolis

preciate the following device. Take 
a strip of wood one foot long, one inch 
thick aad two Inches wide, to that at- 
tach a handle a foot long. Bore a hole 
in one end large enough to pass a rope 
half an iaca in diameter through. Close 
to the other ead, in a narrow part of 
tbe strip, screw a hook. Through hole 
in the one ead pas* a half Inch rope 
tying it securely. This rope should be 
five or six feet long with a rough 
handle at the other end. At intervals 
make loops ia the rope. To use, hold 
tlie two bandies and cast the rope over 
the raspberry plant, drawing It taut 
until in the proper position, then slip 
one of the loops over the hook in end 
of the large handle. This will hold the 
bush in position, so that one has the 
use of both, hands to tie the plant 
to the stake with rope provided for that 
express purpose. In this way om« man 
can do the work that usually takes 
.two; then the hands are not acratcaed

Factory 
packet runs to the far north by way 
of Winnipeg and the Nelson River. 
The Moose packet is made up at Mat- 
tawa. and goes by way of Ablttlbe 
River. 


The carriers for the east and west 
shores of tlie groat bay 
sometimos 
meet at the sonihern ports on the 
shores of the bay. and the meetings 
are made the occasion of brief but 
hearty jollifications, Thon each passes 
on his way. 


Newspapers and pjiokages are car- 
ried to the north by thc^ nnniial steam- 
ers of tlio HudKon Bay Company on 
the Mackenzie River in the sum'mor. 
Of course letters nre also carried but 
newspapers convey the tidings of tiie 
world, and arc troasurcd as fine jewels. 


STUDY EACH FIELD.

DEnORXIXG 
CATTLE. 


Dehorning has passed the experi-

na when and how can it best be done. 
The fall, or preferably early spring, 
are the best seasons of the year for 
doing this work, say the middle of 
March, The Idea Is to get the wounds 
thoroughly healeil before the llios come. 
Animals dehorned in early spring and 
cared for, usually shrink but little and 
tlie wounds very soon heal over. It 
is not nccessary to put anything on 
the wounds. 


WHEX JUST FROM NURSERY, 
The roots of young trees or plant» 
that have recently arrived from the 
nursery must not be allowed to bo- 
come dry. Exposing them to the winds 
is a risk. If the ground Is not ready, 
put the roots In a furrow at onco and 
cover them with flne soil. If the roots 
of a tree are Injured, cut off the dam- 
aged parts before «etting out.

BURNING CHARCOAL FOR HOGS. 


Allow tho wood or corn cobs to be- 
come well ignited after piling iu cone 
shaped piles, tlien cover lightly with 
dry earth. 
Combustion will then be 
incomplete and a bod of charcoal will 
result. 
Another way is to have ready 
a tub of water and as soon ae tho 
wood burns suiiiciently to form a live 
coal retainiug the original shape, re- 
move with a pair of tongs and im- 
mor.se in tho tub of water to oxtin- 
guiah tho fire, then lay aside to dry. 
This is a simple plan and one that is 
practicable whenever It becomes ad- 
visable \o burn charcoal at home. The 
value of charcoal as an aid to diges- 
tion is underestimated.—C. B. Barret. 


GRAFTING 
WAX. 


A jTood grafting wax, adapted for 
painting the wounds made In pruning 
trees and to otiier purposoi. may be 
made by melting one pound of resin 
over a gentle fire and stirring in one 
ounce of beef tallow. 
When the mix- 
ture. after being removed from the 
fire, has cooled off somewhat, eight 
ounces of alcohol aro to be added to i t 
If too cool for mixlny. warm it again, 
carefully guarding the aicohol from 
taking fire. When cool put it in bot- 
tles and keep It well closed. 


LIQUID MANURE. 


An occasional application of liquid 
manure is an excellent stimulant for 
early plants. If it cannot be conveni- 
ently obtained about tJie stable« It may 
be supplied in another manner. 
Takf 
an old barrel, bore holes In the bottom, 
sot up on a slanting bench and fill with 
manure. 
Pour on water, then catch 
the drip. 
Horse manure is best, as it 
contains a large amount of nltrogan. 
A little of this used occasionally on 
plants In hotbeds or cold frames will 
have a wonderful effect.

IN STAKING RASPBERRY PLANTS, 


Many small fruit growers who have 
been through the hard work of fast- 
ening black and raspberry planta to 
•lakes liko the writer, will fully ap- 
preciate the following device. 
Take 
a strip of wood one foot long, one inch 
thick and two Inches wide, to that at- 
tach a handle a foot long. Bore a hole 
in one end large enough to pass a rope 
half an inch in diameter through. Close 
to the other end, in a narrow part of 
the strip, screw a hook. Through hole 
In the one end pasg a half Inch rope 
tying it securely. This rope should be 
live or six feet lony with a rough 
Jiandie at the other end. 
At intervals 
make loops in the rope. 
To use, hold 
the two handles and cast the rope over 
the raspberry plant, drawing it taut 
until in the proper position, then slip 
one of the loops over the hook in end 
Of the large handle. This will hold the 
bush in poslüon so that one ha« the 
use of both hands to tie the plant 
to the «take with rope provided for that 
express purpose.

Besides \h esc packets, several other 
packets go to the northland about this 
season, so that all the posts will re­ 
ceive at least one mail a year. There 
is a mail made up at Prince Albert 
that goes as far as the head of Rein­ 
deer Lake, at the edge of the great 
Barren 
Lands. 
The York 
Factory 
packet runs to the far north by way 
of Winnipeg and the Nelson River. 
The Moose packet is made up nt Mat- 
tawa, and goes by way of Abittlbe 
River. 
The carriers for the east and west 
shores of the great bay sometimes 
meet at the southern ports on the 
shores of the bay, and the meetings 
are made the occasion of brief but 
hearty jollifications. Then each passes 
on his way.

Newspapers and packages are car­ 
ried to the north by the annual steam­ 
ers of the Hudson Bay Company on 
the Mackenzie River in the summer. 
Of course letters are also carried, but 
newspapers convey the tidings of the 
world, and are treasured as line jewels. 


STUDY EACH FIELD. 
Each particular field requires special 
and careful treatment. 
One plot of 
land may be better adapted for a cer­ 
tain crop than another, aud the farmer 
must study the requirements of each 
field and crop. 


STUDY DIGESTIVE CAPACITY. 
In the selection of cattle foods the 
farmer should keep in view the results 
to be expected.

Animals dehorned in early spriug and 
cared for, usually shrink but little aud 
tlie wounds very soon heal over.

is not necessary to put auything on 
the wounds.

WHEN JUST FROM NURSERY. 
The roots of young trees or plant* 
that have recently arrived from the 
nursery must not be allowed to be­ 
come dry. Exposing them to the winds 
is a risk. If the ground is not ready, 
put the roots in n furrow at once and 
cover them with flnc soil. If the roots 
of a tree are injured, cut off the dam­ 
aged parts before getting out. Do not 
be afraid to cut back from the top if 
there appears to be but few roots to 
the tree.

BURNING CHARCOAL FOR HOGS. 
Allowr the wood or corn cobs to be­ 
come well ignited after piling in cone 
shaped piles, then cover lightly with 
dry earth. 
Combustion will then be 
incomplete and a bed of charcoal will 
result. Another way is lo have ready 
a tub of water and as soon as the 
wood burns sufficiently to form a live 
coal retaining the original shape, re­ 
move with a pair of tongs and im­ 
merse in the tub of water to extin­ 
guish the fire, then lay aside to dry. 
This is a simple plan and one that is 
practicable whenever it becomes ad­ 
visable to burn charcoal at home. The 
value of charcoal as an aid to diges­ 
tion is underestimated.—C. B. Barret. 


GRAFTING WAX. 
A good grafting wax, adapted for 
painting the wounds made in pruning 
trees and to other purposes, may be 
made by melting one pound of resin 
over a gentle fire and stirring in one 
ounce of beef tallow”. When the mix­ 
ture, after being removed from the 
flro, has cooled off somewhat, eight 
ounces of alcohol are to be added to it. 
If too cool for mixing, wrarm It again, 
carefully guarding the aicohoi from 
taking fire. When cool put it in bot­ 
tles aud keep It well closed. 


LIQUID MANURE. 
An occasional application of liquid 
mauure is an excellent stimulant for 
early plants. If it cannot be conveni­ 
ently obtained about the stable* it may 
be supplied in another manner. Takt 
an old barrel, bore holes iu the bottom, 
set up ou a slauting bench and fill with 
manure. 
Pour on water, then catch 
the drip. Horse manure is best, as It 
contaius a large amount of nitrogen. 
A little of this used occasionally on 
plants in hotbeds or cold frames will 
have a wonderful effect.

He met the Tuareg outlaws, who 
had lived by plunder and made the 
desert travel impossible except for the 
strongest caravans; but he expected 110 
barm at their hands, and in fact they 
helped him on his way. He made re­ 
markable discoveries, for his route was 
through the unknown and widest parts 
of the desert, south of the Tuat oasis. 
The paths of Caille and Lentz were far 
to the west, those of Barth and Fou- 
reau were far to the east of his track, 
and so lie had a virgin field for his 
researches. 
Four years ago, such a journey as 
Gautier has made would have been re­ 
garded as a madcap enterprise, doomed 
to failure and involving the lives of all 
engaged in it. 
But Gautier believed 
he would pass unscatched and win 
success, and 110 one thought his fool­ 
hardy, 
His journey was made possi­ 
ble by an idea that struck the French 
four years ago—a brilliant conception, 
brilliantly carried out, by which they 
have revolutionized the conditions of 
desert travel—Gyrus C. Adams, in 
American Monthly 
Review of Re­ 
views.

"That was my post, Lieutenant,” 
said Private Haarscher, "and you for­ 
get that 1 am a Frenchman." 
At the end of the Franeo-Prussian 
War Haarscher came to America em­ 
bittered because his native province, 
Alsace, Lad become the spoil of the 
enemy. He enlisted almost immediate­ 
ly upon his arrival irt this country, 
and until the day of his deatli at Fort 
.Sheridan he never passed an hour, save 
when on occasional leaves of absence 
beyond sight of the flag that marked 
the campus, the garrisons or the bat­ 
tlefields of America. 
Abraham Haarscher carried one rec* 
ord that is probably unique in the his­ 
tories of the armies of the world, in 
nearly thirty years' service, although 
a model of soldierly neatness, disci- 
X>line and intelligence, he never wore 
the stripe of a non-commissioned offi­ 
cer, refusing chevrons time after time; 
his reasons for refusing being known 
to no one but himself, 
Haarscher did not know what the in­ 
side of a guardhouse looked like from 
the viewpoint of a prisoner. 
There 
never was a soldier in camp or bar­ 
racks whose rifle aud equipments were 
like unto his. So at guard mount, ae 
the neatest soldier, he was chosen for 
the duties of orderly to the command­ 
ing officer. 
The soldier thus chosen 
is not obliged to walk post, and when 
tattoo comes lie can turn in to sleep 
without fear of being routed put for 
the duties of the mid Jght guard,—

IN STAKING RASPBERRY PLANTS. 
Many small fruit growers who have 
been through the hard work of fast­ 
ening black and raspberry plants to 
•takes llko the writer, will fully ap­ 
preciate the following device. 
Take 
a strip of wood one foot long, one inch 
thick and two inches wide, to that at­ 
tach a handle a foot long. Bore a hole 
in one end large enough to pass a rope 
half an inch in diameter through. Close 
to the other end, in a narrow part of 
the strip, screw a hook. Through hole 
in the one end pass a half inch rope 
tying it securely. This rope should be 
live or six feet long with a rough 
handle at the other end, At intervals 
make loops in the rope. To use, hold 
the two handles and cast the rope over 
the raspberry plant, drawing it taut 
until in the proper position, then slip 
one of the loops over the hook in end 
of the large haudle. This will hold the 
bush in position so that one has the 
use of both hands to tie the plant 
to the stake with rope provided for that 
express purpose. In this way one man 
can do the work that usually takes 
.two; then the hands are not scratched
